Timing of Venice tax election confirmed | 


Close down all Venice

The Venice School 
District's tax increase 
referendum date, Saturday, 
Dec. 16, is a legal date and 
the 95-cent rate proposal will 
be voted on as planned. 
Illinois legislators 
overrode Gov. James 
Thompson’s veto of an 
election bill delaying the 
start of a law limiting 
elections to five dates each 
year. 
Eliminating the veto has 
changed the effective date to 
Dec. 1, 1980, instead of Dec. 
1, 1978. Otherwise, the 
Venice election might have 
had to be delayed until April. 
Venice Supt. of Schools 
Robert N. Vickers said the 
school district received a 
letter last week from the 
Illinois Association of School 
Boards, stating that school 
elections set in December 
may be held as scheduled. 
At last week’s public 
hearing on the tax rate in- 
crease, means of cutting 
back different aspects of the 
district’s operations as an 
economic measure were 
reviewed, along with 
alternatives left to the 
Board of Education should 
the proposed hike not be 
approved. 


Mrs. James (Barbara) 
Harrell asked, “Is there any 
danger of the schools closing 
immediately if the tax hike 
fails to pass?” 

Board President Jack 
Tolliver said the board ‘‘will 
stay with same policy it has 
always felt is right, and try 
to keep the schools open as 
long as we can. 

“As long as there is a 
source of revenue, we will 
keep them open,’ he 
stressed. 


John Henry Williams 
asked, ‘Even if the tax rate 
passes, will Venice ever get 
in good shape? 

“From what I've heard, it 
doesn’t appear we are going 
anywhere. If we let it go 
down, who is concerned. 

“If I am going to leave 
town, I’m not concerned. But 
Iam not going to leave, and I 
am concerned. 

“What happens. if the 
school closed tomorrow? 
Where are our children going 
to go?” 

Supt. Vickers said that, in 
his opinion, ‘‘the state will 
not step in and operate the 
schools. It is possible the 
federal people would say, 
“You will merge with another 
district, whether we want to 
or not, and the kids will have 
to go to Granite City or 


Madison.” 

Mrs. Margaret Lee asked, 
“How much time are we 
really buying if we pass the 
higher rate?” 

“About a year,”’ Vickers 
replied. 

“What we need is about 
$600,000 in funding bonds, 
plus the 95-cent tax rate 
increase. This would be good 
for about three or four 
years,” he added. 

Mrs. Alvesta Salmond said 
many problems of the Venice 
School District are not un- 
derstood by parents and 
taxpayers. ‘‘Most of the 
problems are due to no 
communication. 

“We have to know what 
our problems are. The board 
is asking for help now, but it 
is a bit late for that.” 

Lack of space in the board 
room discourages people 
from attending the meeting, 
it was stated. 

“No one is ever 

discouraged from attending 
a meeting,’’ Tolliver 
stressed. 
“We receive $511,421 in 
taxes, and other income such 
as Title VII funds bring the 
total income to $725,351,” 
Supt. Vickers said. 

“We owe $525,000 in tax 
anticipation warrants, which 
must_be repaid first each 


year from any, tax money 
received. Reduct one from 
the other and you can see we 
have $220,351 left to operate 
the schoois this year. 


“No state aid funds are 
received by the Venice 
District, as enrollment is too 
low. Granite City schools get 
about $5 million in state aid, 
one board member said. 

“Having only 550 students 
can be a bad situation in 
regard to state aid. We still 
have to offer all the 
programs as a big school 
district,"’ Tolliver com- 
mented. 


Board President Jack 
Tolliver said, ‘‘Talking 
about Union Electric 
that’s the golden egg.

Jade plant is a house 
plant that looks like a 
dwarf tree. It has a thick 
juicy trunk, short stubby 
limbs and glossy, thick 
leaves 

It derives its name from 
the glossy, deep green,

Jade plant is hard to kill 
of it's neglected. Lack of 
water may cause it to stop 
growing and become 
wrinkled, but it is easily 
revived by occasional 
watering 

The best care involves 
growing it in bright light 
and allowing the soil to 
become slightly dry bet- 
ween waterings. 

If you overwater, root 
damage will result in a 
sudden leaf drop and lack 
of growth. The soil will stay 
moist for a week or more. 

In this crisis situation, 
stop watering until the soil 
dries. After-a few days, 
water on a schedule based 
on dryness of the soil 

Be sure to allow the soil 
to become slightly dry 
before you water again. if 
the plant is not in bright 
light or partial sun, move it 
to your best spot until the 


plant revives and -shows

Mistletoe that ,grows in 
the United States is not 
poisonous.

from storeroom to storeroom for years 
since then,”’ Davis related. 1 

After checking several days on the 
safest means for disposing of the acid, 
it was decided to remove it in a truck of 
sand to a site on Granite City Steel 
property near Route 162 and the 
railroad tracks. 

There, Granke City Detective Kip 
Pomeroy, a rifle marksman, shot it 
from about 100 yards and ‘the two 
bottles exploded on the first shot with a 
loud bang and a greenish smoke. 

Fire Chief Don Parente said the two 
bottles, one containing about 16 ounces 
of the powder and the other about four 
ounces, were handled carefully prior to 
the detonation. They were carried in 
buckets of sand from the laboratory to a 
school dump truck filled with sand. 

About 60 students in the wing nearest 
Grand Avenue were moved to another 


wing during the operation. 

The bottles then were taken to a field 
near the steel company’s new 
wastewater treatment plant, were set 
upon a hill of dirt and a bucket and were 


shot. ‘ 
“We did not know if’ they would ex- 


plode. We were told the acid needed 
some kind of detonation, but the shot 
worked. If they had not exploded, the 
EPA was going to send us a neutralizer 
and we were going to bury the bottles. 
Fortunately, that was not necessary,” 
Davis explained. 

After the chemical had been removed 
from the school, principal James 
Dumont made a general announcement 
on the public address system to explain 
why the fire trucks and police cars had 
been at the school. Students were told a 
dangerous chemical had been found 
and disposed of.

Here are some 
Christmas words: 

MAGI — Along with their 
gifts, the three wise men 
from the East came bearing 
their Persian title for the 
priestly caste, The Greeks 
and Romans, who thought 
the Magi (the singular is 
““Magnus”) were not just 
wise but also a bit spooky. 
They used the same root- 
word to mean “Sorcerer,” 
that is, “‘magician.” 

MANGER, CRECHE — A 
manger is an open feeding 
trough — a fast-food place 
for animals. It comes to us 
from Latin, by way of 
French, and first meant ‘to 
eat” or “to chew.” 

A creche is a manger, but 
its origin is Germanic, and it 
is related to the word 
“crib.” Today, we usually 
think of both terms as 
standing for a representation 
of the entire Natvity scene. 

EPIPHANY — The feast of 
Epiphany or Twelfth-Day (12 
lords-a-leaping) falls on Jan. 
6. This is the date when the 
Magi arrived at the Manger. 
Thus it symbolizes the first 
manifestation of Jesus’ 
divine nature to the Gentiles. 

And the Greeks had a word 
for it: “ephiphainein,” “to 
show forth.””

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Holiday books for 
children are gifts 
good for lifetime 


Shopping for a last-minute’ 
Christmas present for a 
niece or nephew, a son or 
daughter, or just a friend 
who happens to be a kid? 

Well, look no farther than 
your local bookstore for a 
small and inexpensive 
present that could last a 
whole lifetime. That's the 
advice of a Southern Illinois 
educator and expert on 
children’s literature. 

“There is something very 
personal about a book that 
makes it an excellent choice 
for a Christmas present,” 
said Margaret Matthias. 
“When you give a child a 
book, you are giving a little 
happiness, love and empathy 
along with it. 

“A book often brings the 
reader new friends, new 
experiences and feelings. If 
you enjoy it, you keep it with 
you for a lifetime,” she said. 

While books may have a 
teugh time competing with 
toys and television for kids’ 
attentions over the holidays, 
they can fill some important 
voids, according to the 
educator: 

“You don’t need to have 
six neighbor kids over in 
order to read a book. With a 
book you can actively par- 
ticipate alone in an ad- 
venture or a mystery or a 
fantasy. 

“And where else can you 
buy a Christmas present for 
under $2 (the price of most 
children’s paperbacks) that 
will last the day?” 

She suggested a practice 
that has become a holiday 
tradition with her family — 
filling the kids’ Christmas 
stockings with paperback 
books. 

“There is ‘something 
awfully personal about a 
Paperback that you just 
don’t get'with a big, glossy, 
hardbound book. Paperback 
books are excellent for 
helping children get started 
on their own personal 
libraries. 

“TI can’t say enough about 
the importance of getting 
kids in the habit of owning 
their own books. Having a 
few good books they can call 
their own helps children 
establish positive feelings 
about reading that will last 
for life. 

me recommend that 
parents try setting examples 
by reading books regularly 
themselves. 

“If your children see you 
taking pleasure from books, 
they will be much more 
likely to read books them- 
selves. You should go at it as 
a recreational activity and 
your children are likely to 
follow suit. 

“Reading to children is a 
good way to nurture their 
interest in literature. 
Children are never too old to 
be read to.”” 


She suggested choosing 
one of the holiday classics — 
like Charles Dickens’ ‘‘A 
Christmas Carol’? — for” 
family reading aloud. 

“Make books a part of 
your family tradition during’ 
the holidays. If your family 
doesn’t have a lot of holiday 
tradition to fall back on, then 
start building some and try 
making books an integral 
part of it. 

“Parents who feel too 
unfamiliar with children’s 
literature to choose books for 
their youngsters should: 
consult a librarian. 

“Look for books that are* 
popular with other children. : 
The award winners are not” 
always the favorites with the’ 
kids.”” :

Roses red, violets blue, 
so are license stickers 


“It's blue on the left, red 
on the right; but if. it’s 
switched, don’t be uptight.” 

That's the message 
Secretary of State Alan J 
Dixon is giving Illinois 
motorists regarding their 
new, multi-year license 
plates and the sticky 
problems those little blue or 
red validating stickers are 
causing. 

“The majority of Illinois 
motorists are getting the 
stickers — blue in the upper 
left or red in the upper right 
— in the proper corner of the 
rear plate,” Dixon said. 
“But others might be con- 
fused.”’ 

Because of possible con- 
fusion, Secretary Dixon said 
that law enforcement of- 
ficials have indicated they 
will merely remind the 
motoring public of proper 
sticker placement when 
discrepancies are noticed. 

‘Law enforcement of- 
ficials especially will not ask 
the motorist to remove the 
stickers,’’ Dixon said, 
“because the theft-proof 
stickers would only chip off 


destroyed. 

“State police and other law 
enforcement officials:are 
cooperating beautifully,” 
Dixon said. 

“No sticker at. all is 
another matter,” Dixon said. 
“I have noticed some new 
plates on automobiles which 
have neither the blue nor the 
red sticker displayed on the 
rear plate. 

“Some motorists evidently 
think they don’t have to put 
the sticker on the’ plate until 
the month it expires in 1979 
or 1980. This is not true 

“The sticker must be 
displayed immediately, 
when the plates are put on 
the automobile,"’ Dixon said. 

The sticker is attached to 
the Back of the vehicle 
license identification card 
when received in the mail. 

Any motorist who loses the 
sticker must purchase a 
replacement through the 
secretary of state's office in 
Springfield 

“Now that new plaies are 
being sold (since Dec. 1) 
through banks and some 
state facilities, some 


special plates by mail are 
expressing concern because 
they haven't received their 
plates,” Dixon said. 

“There are some delays 
caused by these special 
handling problems. 

“We are taking special 
pains to enclose the proper 
blue or red sticker with each 
pair of plates to reduce 
complications and still allow 
motorists plenty of time to 
place the sticker and plates 
on vehicles prior to the 
display, deadline,” Dixon 
said.

A record 13,453 cases of 
suspected child abuse and 
neglect were tallied in 
Illinois during fiscal year 
1978 (July 1977-June 1978), 
with Madison County (No. 6 
in population) second only to 
Cook County in the number 
of cases. 

According to Margaret 
Kennedy, director of the 
state Department of 
Children and Family Ser- 
vices, reports increased 46.5 
percent over the previous 
year. She predicted that 
more than 20,000 reports will 
be filed with DCFS in fiscal 
year 1979, which began July 
1 


Miss Kennedy's remarks 
accompanied last week’s 
official release of the 
department's fiscal 1978 
child abuse and neglect 
statistics,

County — 7,579 to 5,874. 

Abuse reports were up in 
all categories, Miss Kennedy 
pointed out. Neglect, 
beating, multiple injury, and 
stxual abuse continue to 
head the list. There also was 
a sharp increase in reports 
involving the poisoning of 
children — from two in 1977 
to 11 in 1978. 

Seventy-five youngsters 
are known to have died 
from abuse during fiscal 
year 1978 — 26 more than 
the year before. 
Approximately _three- 
fourths of the victims were 
under age three. 

Of those professionals 
mandated by law to report, 
teachers, law enforcement 
officials and medical per- 
sonnel accounted for the 
majority of reports. 

Illinois enacted its first 
child abuse law in 1965. In 
1966, DCFS received . 483 
reports of abuse. By 1973, the 
number of reports had grown 
to 1,160 and in 1978 the total 
was 13,453. 

“The massive growth in 
the number of reports stem 
from changes in the state’s 
reporting laws in 1973 and 
1975, couples with a number 
of public awareness cam- 
paigns. following the 
changes,'’ Miss Kennedy 
said. 

In 1973, persons required 
to report were expanded 
from physicians and hospital 
personnel to incluse 
teachers, law enforcement 
officials, Illinois Department 
of Public Aid caseworkers, 
day care center staffs, social 
workers, and others who 
come into contact with 
children as part of their 
professional activities. 

In 1975, a neglect category 
was added and_ the 
maximum age of children 

covered by the law was 
raised from 16 to 18. These 
additions led to increased 
reports of child mistreat- 
ment. 

The same year, legal 
immunity was extended to 
include all persons who 
report suspected incidents of 
abuse and neglect. 
Previously, only certain 
professionals were granted 
this protection, Miss Ken- 
nedy explained. 

She said reporting of abuse 
and neglect cases ac- 
celerated sharply during the 
final quarter of fiscal 1978, 
and this increase has con- 
tinued into the current fiscal 
year. = 

‘A $5,100,000 supplemental 
appropriation now before the 
General Assembly is in 
reponse to this trend,” she 
said. ‘‘The néw funding will 
strengthen the department’s 
ability to initiate an- in- 
vestigation within 25 hours of 
receipt of each report, as 
required by law.”’

It’s that time of year when 
virus infection, including 
influenza, occurs in various 
geographic areas with 
consequences from mild 
upper \respiratory infection 
to pneumonia or death. 

In a span of 10 years (1968 
to 1978) more than 150,000 
excess deaths are estimated 
to have occurred during 
epidemics of influenza A in 
the United States. 

Evidence shows that in- 
fluenza-related deaths are 
primarily among chronically 
ill adults and children and 
among old people (over age 
65). 

Influenza goes under many 
names — Hong Kong flu, 
China strain, Russian 
strains. 

Strains of influenza A are 
found more frequently than 
influenza B, but influenza B 
can also cause death. 

The Center for Disease 
Control (CDC) of the United 
States Department of 
Health, Education and 
Welfare, in Atlanta, Ga., 
recommends annual vac- 
cination for all persons at 
increased risk of adverse 
consequences from infection 
of the lower respiratory 
tract. 

This statement appears in 
the November issue of the 
Annals of Internal Medicine, 
the official journal of the 
American College of 
Physicians, the national 
professional association of 
more than 40,000 specialists 
in internal medicine and 
related areas. 

Some people suffer ad- 
verse reactions to the vac- 
cine. 

The influenza vaccine of 
1978-79 has been associated 
with few side effects. It 
consists of inactivated 
trivalent preparations of 
three strains expected to be

prevalent (A-USSR-77 
(H1N1), A-Texas-77 (H3N2), 
and B-Hong Kong-172). 

There are three types of 
systemic reactions to  in- 
fluenza vaccines: 

Q) _ Fever, malaise, 
myalgia, and other systemic 
symptoms of toxicity. 

(2) Allergic reactions due 
to sensitivity to some vac- 
cine component. 

(3) Guillain-Barre Syn- 
drome (ascending 
paralysis). 

According to the CDC, 
there is no evidence to 
suggest that influenza 
vaccination of pregnant 
women poses any special 
maternal or fetal risk.

Assessor asks to locate 
offices in GC city hall 


A proposal that the 
‘township assessor’s offices 

be relocated in the city hall 
space now occupied by the 
Granite City Police 
Department after the new 
police station is occupied is 
to be studied by the 
Buildings Committee under 
action taken last week by the 
Granite City Council while 
convened as the Town 
Board. 

The request was made by 
‘Von Dee Cruse, Granite City 
‘Township assessor who has 
made repeated requests that 
he be given more space than 
is now available to him in the 
Township Building at 2ist 
Street and Delmar Avenue. 

When the new township 
building was completed a 
year ago, Cruse at first 
refused to move his offices 
there, contending there was 
insufficient space and lack of 
privacy for interviews with 
taxpayers. He later occupied 
offices in the new building. 

-Ina letter addressed to the 
‘Town Board last week, Cruse 
said that since the police 
départment will be vacating 
its present quarters in the 
city hall next spring, upon 
cémpletion of the new police 
station building, he would 
like to occupy that space 


Manpower 
rule to hit 
GC funding 


Numerous Manpower 
workers employed by 
governmental agencies in 
the Quad-City area will be 
dismissed Sept. 28, 1979, and 
many of them will not be 
replaced, Daniel Churovich, 
director of the Office of 
Manpower Development for 
Madison and Bond counties, 
told the Press-Record 
Friday. The rules affect 
about 500 workers in 
Madison and Bond counties. 

Churovich noted that new 
rules from the federal 

jovernment which will 
prohibit replacing any 
worker earning more than 
$10,000 per year may have a 
major impact on the Granite 
City Fire Department and 
ambulance service, all local 
police departments, the 
Granite City inspection 
department and others. 

Granite City is using 
Manpower employes for 
many EMT-trained am- 
bulance attendants, police 
dispatcher, the city in- 
spector, street workers and 
many other jobs paying 
more than $10,000 per year. 
Manpower pays the first 
$10,000 and the city pays the 
difference. 

Other police departments, 
including Pontoon Beach, 
Madison and Venice, use 
Manpower workers for 
dispatchers, and Pontoon 
Beach has some police of- 
figers employed under the 


firings are 
nécessitated by federal 
regulations which limit the 
amount of time anyone can 
be employed is limited to 78 
weeks in any five-year

The Internal Revenue 
Service Springfield District 
says that, at the same time, 
providers of child or 
dependent care services 
must report amounts 
received as income on their 
federal tax return. 

The IRS is stepping up its 
efforts to insure that the 
income reported is con- 
sistent with amounts 
claimed by parents who take 
advantage of the credit. 

IRS Form 2441, “Credit for 
Child and Dependent Care 
Expenses,” calls for 
claimants to furnish certain 
identifying information 
about the child care provider 
and the amount he or she 
was paid. 

The credit for child and 
dependent care is 20 percent 
of the actual child care

Recall proposal would subject good and bad officials 
to pressure by a small fraction of their constituents 


A spinoff from the Walker ad- 
ministration, the Coalition for Political 
Honesty, has had only limited suc- 
cesses and its latest venture also seems 
destined to fail. Its recall amendment 
proposed for the Illinois Constitution 
would subject any and all government 
Officials at all levels to a special elec- 
tion on their worthiness at any point 
during their terms, and simultaneously 
put rival candidates on the special 
ballot 

The sweeping nature of the amend- 
ment could disrupt the concept of an 
orderly system of elective terms. It 
specifically mentions judicial can- 
didates and thus — by including new 
candidates runs counter to the 
system in which judges run on their 
record and without opposition for all 
second and succeeding terms. 

The provision for a special vote 
within 40 to 45 days the filing of a 
recall petition would run up against 
the new Illinois law restricting elec- 
tions to certain times of the year. 

While the proposed amendment it- 
self mentions public officials and of- 
ficers, accompanying news releases

deserve to serve out their terms of of- 
fice, but the Coalition plan would sub- 
ject good as well as bad officials of- 
ficials to constant uncertainty, perhaps 
forcing them to take currently popular 
attitudes even when their best 
judgment dictated otherwise. No 
criteria are given for the selection of 
Officials to be ousted; the way they 
part their hair would be enough 
evidence. 

Because only 25 percent of those 
voting for governor in the particular 
district could achieve a recall election 
— and balloting for local offices 
sometimes is heavier than for governor 
— a relatively small fraction of the 
electorate would have the power to 
force an official to prove again, on a 
random basis, that he retains majority 
support. 

“Recall” as envisioned by the 
Coalition would be mighty costly and 
disruptive. There may well be con- 
siderable merit in some aspects of the 
proposal, but with the way it has been 
structured the disadvantages would far 
outweigh the advantages. 

We suspect the plan isn’t being of- 
fered seriously, but more as a remin- 
der of the state's 1972-76 ad- 
ministration, But would Dan Walker 
himself survive a recall yote?

Anderson and Lamb were 
brought before the Merit 
Commission late last year on 
charges filed by Maeras 
Lamb was acquitted of 
improperly handling his 
personal finances, but 
Anderson was fired on 
charges that he slandered 
Maeras in a tavern con- 
versation and that he was 
involved in several violent 
acts in 1972. 

He contended the charges 
were “trumped-up’’ by 
Maeras and by another 
deputy, whose sister made 
the charges against 
Anderson.

dictment, issued Oct. 27, which had 
eight counts against Maeras and 
Cooper. Some of the eight points were 
included in the superseding indictment 
Nov. 29. " 

Cooper was represented at the 
hearing by Attorney H. Carl Runge of 
East St. Louis, and Stoller was 
represented by Michael Costello of 
Springfield. 

Maeras appeared without an at- 
torney, but Runge told the court that 
Attorney Bruce Cook of Belleville had 
instructed Maeras on how to plead and 
was on the record as the former 
sheriff's attorney for the arraignment. 

Fines told the Press-Record he ex- 
pects that the federal grand jury will 
meet again prior to the trial, as part of 
an ongoing federal investigation into 
alleged corruption in Madison County. 

Sources indicated -that Fines told 
Toffant and Knezevich that a grand 
jury will be in session in the near future 
and that witnesses for the grand jury’s 
private sessions are being called. 

The new sheriff also was told that 
federal investigators are getting more 
voluntary information in the in- 
vestigation now than when it began. 
People seem to feel more secure to talk 
to investigators now, the source 
related. 

Toffant was said to have asked when 
federal files on alleged activities by 
deputies will be available to him, and 
Fines said the files will not be opened 
until after “this trial.” 

Toffant would say only that the 
meeting was “wonderful. He (Fines) is 
a heck of a guy. We talked about 45 
minuites and he’s happy and I’m 
happy. He’s a real nice guy.” 

Fines said after the meeting, “We 
both agreed we will. cooperate with 
each other in any way, and we'll be 
working with him. 

Although it does not appear federal 
information on alleged acts by the 
department is likely to be released to 
Toffant before the end of the Maeras 
trial, Toffant says he is taking “every 
possible action’’ to be sure that he has 
the best possible deputies on duty.

Knezevich was named ‘‘Mr. Inside”’ 
to head the office staff and jail, and Fed 
Bright, former East Alton chief of 
police and a native of Madison, was 
brought in as “Mr. Outside"’ or director 
of operations, to head the patrol units 
and detectives. 

‘Two deputies have resigned from the 
department since the grand jury probe 
of Maeras and Cooper began, including 
Chief of Detectives Gary Lee Burns, 33, 
who pleaded guilty to perjury and faces 
a recommended sentence of six months 
in a jail-type institution and four and 
one-half years of probation. Detective 
Larry Bull resigned simultaneously 
with the dropping of a pending charge 
against him in a case unrelated to the 
federal investigation. 

Meanwhile, sources at the sheriff's 
office indicated Toffant is “‘getting used 
to his new job,”’ which he assumed Dec. 
1, and that things are running smoothly. 

“It was a little hectic at first. There 
was just so much to do,” Toffant said 
during a visit last week by the Press- 
Record to his office. 

He has moved from the private office 
Maeras used, which is in the back of the 
sheriff's department main floor, to a 


smaller officer closer to the front door 
and the lobby. “I want to be visible and 
easily available to the public,”’ he said. 

The move. generated a bit of con- 
fusion. During the process of changing 
locks of the new offices, the doorknobs 
were removed. A visitor closed Tof- 
fant’s office door so they could talk 
privately, locking both of them inside 
the office. 

Knezevich quickly freed them, using 
a pen to open the door latch. 

A contingent of state policemen, 
including Capt. Albert Bertanolli, 
commander of District 11, arrived to 
talk to Toffant and Bright. There was 
no official announcement on their visit, 
but sources said troopers were upset 
over an announcement by Toffant that 
he felt State Police should handle most 
auto accidents, rather than sheriff's 
deputies. 

“J just told them what our policy 
would be. We will not answer accident 
calls on state highways or Interstate 
highways. Our job is to patrol unin- 
corporated areas and we will handle the 
accidents in the rural areas,” Toffant 
related. 

“Our first weekend, we handled 40 
percent fewer accidents than the 
weekend before. 

“With ice on the streets, however, we 
had to help them. 

“T am not going to turn anyone down 
if a state car is not available. But we 
just told them that state highways and 
Interstate highways are not our 
responsibility. We will concentrate on 
rural areas.”

Jail 6, arrest others 
in melee at Ricco's Il 


Six Missouri youths were 
jailed and several others 
were arrested, but escaped 
from squad cars, during a 
disturbance in the parking 
lot of Ricco’s II Lounge, 3675 
Nameoki Road, at 1:30 a.m.
